CITY PROSECUTOR Charles
Catterlin said yesterday that
trials scheduled for Aug. 13,
19, and 26 will be held in the
Redondo Beach council cham-
ber “to accomodate the
crowds,” and that he believed
it might take a panel of 150
jurymen to complete a panel of
12 for the trials.

The sit-in demonstrators who
have been arrested as trespass-
ers are to be tried in groups of
25, and each defendant has
five challenges and the group
has 10 more, Catterlin ex-
plained. A total of 135 peremp-
tory challenges could be made
before a jury is selected.

CATTERLIN reported also
that he had been told by attor-
ney A. L. Wirin that a petition
was to be held with the State
Supreme Court challenging the
city’s curfew ordinance,

A request by Catterlin for

assistance in the prosecutions
was turned down by the Dis-
trict Attorney's office, he told
The HERALD. Catterlin is
handling the prosecutions
alone in adition to his regular
duties as city prosecutor.
